development of the rivalry between j

jwnies of Jersey City, Hoboken or , 
Newark, which solicit accounts in New 
York -with the understanding that a 
collector will call regularly for de- 
posits, enter the baine in the passbook 
and transfer the funds "by ferry" 
across the river. Of late "banking by 
ferryboat" has become very popular 
because of the opportunity it affords 
to shift your bank balance just before 
the tax lists are made up. Dozens of 
accounts were transferred to New Jer- 
sey institutions a few days ugo so as to 
avoid puyiuy taxes ou New York de- 
posits. 


In brief this is the system: A New 


York man curries a $100,000 average 
balance with a Wall street bank. Tbe 
account is larjje enough to excite the 
envy of banks across the river, who 
offer 2'A or 3 per cent interest on daily 
balances, all tbe facilities of metro- 
politan baukiuj; and an added induce- 
ment. 


'"Deposit with us," says the New 


Jersey banker, "and your account will 
be beyond the taxgatherer's reach.' 
He can do nothing with you because 
your deposits are entered upon the 
passbook of a New Jersey institution. 
Then, too, your account will be classed 
as New York funds iu the sense that 
our checks will be made payable at 
two banks, one in New York city and 
the other in .New Jersey. That Avill re- 
lieve you from the clearing house col- 
lection charges on country checks and 
give you a New York depository for re- 
sort to in ease of need. Our plan also 
provides for certification of checks in 
New York by an officer of our institu- 
tion who is duly qualified to indorse 
'accepted and payable at the 
bank, 


New York city,' upon items presented 
to him there. That gives you all the 
facilities of a New York bank without 
even the trouble of making your own 
deposits. Considering tbe liberal in- 
terest allowed and freedom from taxa- 
tion, you ara really better off than 
you would be patronizing a Wall street 
institution." 


Besides this, the ''banking by ferry- 


boat" idea has been availed of by 
wealthy mortgagees for the same pur- 
pose. In such cases the holder of the 
mortgage assigns the instrument to a 
New Jersey trust company, receiving 
in payment a certified check which is 
technically credited to his account. 
This credit is never drawn upon, title 
to the mortgage being retraiipferred to 
the original holder as soon as the "tax 
period'' has passed. 
This procedure 


enables the man of easy conscience to 
swear off his taxes in New York state 
on the plea that he is in no way inter- 
ested in mortgage investments. 
The 


practice is said to be increasing from 
year to year. 


Although tbe Clearing House associ- 


ation has proceeded at various tioies 
against local banks which omitted the 
collection charges on checks payable at 
two points—one out of town and tile 
other located in the "free district"—the 
abuse is said to continue to a greater 
or -less extent. In fact, some bankers 
declare that the practice cannot be 
reached by clearing house rules at all. 
Acting on this assumption, one New 
Jersey trott company will, it is said, 
soon test the agreement by forming a 
hard and fast alliance with a clearing 
house bank.

A HEW HELD TOE EESE1B01 


Feathered Inhabitant* Obedient to 


the Will of C. William Beebe,,Cu- 
rator of Ornithology— HI* Proof 
That Bird* Have Defined Intelli- 
gence mod Stronic Permmalltle*. 
Interesting possibilities are suggest- 


ed by the experiments in bird mesmer- 
izing of C. William Beebe, curator of 
ornithology at the Bronx zoo, in New 
York. 


"I think I have not only hypnotized 


birds," be said recently to a reporter of 
the New York Herald, "but have in- 
duced a true mesmeric condition, (lur- 
ing which they have done certain 
things I willed them to do. Some may 
explain my experiments as a series of 
remarkable coincidences between the 
actions of the birds and my wishes. 
Whether this is so or not can only be 
proved by many hundreds of experi- 
ments." 


Birds have never been credited with 


enough intelligence to reach a mesmer- 
ized state, hence Mr. Beebe's paper, 
read at the meeting of the Ne-sy York 
Zoological society, has . caused much 
discussion among naturalists. Birds 
are his life study, and his closeness of 
observation during his three years' 
service at the Bronx zoo has resulted 
in bringing to light several new and in- 
teresting facts about the feathered 
race. 
' "The more I studied birds the more 1 
became convinced that their intelli- 
gence had been greatly underestima- 
ted," said Mr. Beebe. "I had been rath- 
tr successful in hypnotizing my fellow 
students at Columbia, and the idea oc- 
curred to me to see •what could be done 
with birds. Commencing with the fa- 
miliar experiment of laying a bird on 
Its back and drawing a chalk line from 
its bill, I soon found that it was not re- 
quired to draw any line at all. Then 
I reached the point where by merely 
stroking the bird I could throw it into 
the same sleepy state. A little later I 
could get the same result without lay- 
Ing the bird down at all by merely 
stroking its feathers. These experi- 
ments may be repeated by any one, as 
it only requires patience. Care must be 
taken to make no sudden movement of 
the hands, or the bird will take fright, 
and further efforts will be useless. 


"My next step was a long way ahead, 


and I cannot promise the "same success 
to others. 
I brought a bird into my 


office and tried to put it to sleep by 
simply looking at it. I found that dif- 
ferent birds of the same species re- 
sponded very differently to this treat- 
ment, which is another proof of my 
claim that birds possess a strong per- 
sonal individuality. With some birds 
I was quite successful, and after a 
time by simply concentrating my will 
upon the subject I could' induce a mes- 
meric state without looking at the bird 
at all. 


"One 
day I was very anxious to ob- 


tain a photograph of a parrot in the 
act of eating, and the idea occurred to 
try mesmerism. Taking the parrot to 
a quiet part of the park where the 
light was good, I got him under my 
control and then willed him to go 
through the motions of eating after I 
had focused my camera. You can im- 
agine my delight when the parrot slow- 
ly lifted its claw to its beak and com- 
menced to nibble. This was repeated 
three times, and I do not think it was a 
coincidence. The photograph is one of 
my proudest possessions. 


"I took a barn owl, one of the wild- 


est birds we have, and after mesmer- 
izing him I found he would move along 
the perch to the right or left just as I 
willed. I have noticed one striking dif- 
ference between a bird that is hypno- 
tized in the ordinary way and one that 
has been mesmerized by sheer force of 
will power. In the first case the bird 
when aroused will dart av^r in fright, 
but in the latter, no matt^kbow wild 
It may have been, it will fiyperfectly 
tame for some time afterward and 
even when put back in the cage with 
the other birds will attempt to follow 
me when I start to leave the room. 
The reasons for this, if ever discovered, 
may lead to a better understanding of 
mesmerism in general. 


"I do uot know of any practical ap- 


plication for my discoveries as yet, al-

One of the R»yal Re«fdenc«B of the 


Sultnn of Morocco. 


There is no more interesting city in 


Morocco than Mekinez. Founded and 
built by Mulai Isruain, the tyrannical 
sultan who reigned through the middle 
of the eighteenth century, it still dis- 
plays the extraordinary buildings which 
ho caused to be erected, largely by the 
aid of Christian slaves. Today it is im- 
possible even to guess the purposes for 
which many of these masses of mason- 
ry were constructed. 
Walls of great 


thickness, some wide enough to drive a 
carriage and pair along, are met with 
in the most unexpected places, running 
liere parallel, here at right angles to 
one another, and seeming as though 
built for no purpose except for the em- 
ployment of the vast number of forced 
laborers that Mulai Ismain always kept 
at his court. Here and there are "gate- 
ways of great beauty, such as the deli- 
cate tiled gate of "Mansur el-Alj," with 
its large marble columns and Corin- 
thian capitals, supporting buttress of 
gray stone and arabesques, but on the 
whole it is rather the vastness of the 
buildings than any artistic value that is 
remarkable. 


The old palaces of Mulai Ismain are 


in ruins today, and each sultan in his 
turn has erected new residences till 
the imperial palace today consists of a 
collection of buildings of every shape 
and size, scattered among gardens in- 
clo&ed by high walls. A tower, which 
was uncompleted at the time of the late 
sultan's death, remains today just as 
the workmen left it, with the scaffold- 
ing stiil standing. Adjoining the pal- 
ace is a large'>ark, in which are kept 
a number of Glares, ostriches and ga- 
zelles. 


The city itself is tolerably clean, and 


possesses no particular features that 
are not common to all Moorish towns. 
The entrance of the principal niosque 
is striking, with great bronze doors said 
to have been brought by the Moors 
from Spain. The shops are compara- 
tively few. and the trade never large.— 
London Times.

It 'Was Established/in Mn-»snchnsctts 


Tn ihe feiof 1641. 


The first free school established in 


the United "States Afca's 'in tbe province 
of ilassacbusetts BaJ in tbe jear 1041 
by order of tbe,geaeral colonial court. 
In 1647 tbe same autbority declared 
that free schools should' be established 
within every tov.n baving fifty house- 
holders under penalty of a fine of £3. 
This fine Tvas doubled by a declaration 
made in 1CT1 and again doubled in

Schools in 1G44 and levied a "tax for 
their support. Maryland cstablisbcd 
free schools in 1G94 and levied a-tax on
